CHEAP AMERICAN PANACEA 


The author 
wrSUs 
tbat "legislating 


,m=y be said to be a favorite American 
universal panacea for social -evils. It is 
cheap, at least." 
He go«s on to deplore 


the fact that Legislatures will not spend 
money on studies of these subjects eaylns 
on this point: 


"Is it not time that legislators stop- 


ped to think if there is any knowledge 
extant upon which to bass their laws 
and, if not, to make an appropriation to 
get the knowledge? Today, if a legis- 
lature is urged to cure a-ny socjal evil, it 
proceeds to look for and. if found, to copy 
any other legislation on the subject. Very 
Itelowly, but I trust none the leas sorely, 
•will legislation come to recognize tbat re- 
search, is a basic function of the State." 


"Law? restricting marriage selection are 


designed." says Dr. Davenport, "on the 
one hand, to protect the rights of tie con- 
sort who would suffer through helpless- 
ness or ignorance and. on the other, to 
prevent the legal consummation of such 
matings as axe calculated 
to produce 


physically or mentally handicapped cbil- 
^•=n—those deprived of 'th* ris'iit to be 
well born. It is chiefly with this latter 
aim that we have here to do. 


GROUPS BIOLOGICAL LAWS. 


"The laws of biologica.1 import restrict- 


ing -marriage fall into truee groups: (i) 
Laws limiting tise' physical and mental 
condition of the consorts; (2) laws limit- 
ing consanguinity, and (3) laws concern- 
ing miscegenation or the mixture of races. 
The e'.igenist is Interested to examine 
these laws In order to see in how far 
they square with modern biological fcnowl- 
edge. 


"The laws of many States forbid is- 


suing marriage licenses to persons who 
belong to any one of certain socially un- 
flt classes—most commonly the insane 
aod the Imbecile, Idiotic, or feeble minded. 
Tho reason for the prohibition is usually 
a legal one: namely, that marriage Is a 
couuact and that the affected person is 
incapable of making a contract. Thus the 
law of North Carolina provides that mar- 
riage between persons either of whom is 
st the same time Incapable of contracting

Kad the 
twelve defective parents in these cases 
been denied parentage and actually been 
kept from reproduction, fifty children, 
all normal, except for one quarrelsome, 
one alcoholic and one nervous, would not 
have been bom—at least as legitimate 
children. 


NEUROPATHIC MATING. 


-"But. it is urged, though the offspring' 


of such mating are themselves normal, 
they will in turn have neuropathic pro- 
geny. This assertion is not correct. They 
can have neuropxthic offspring 
only if 


they marry persons who, like themselves, 
belong to a. neuropathic strain. The worst 
mating for them to make 
is with 
a 


cousin that belongs to this same weak 
strain. The proper mating Is with a per- 
son in whose ancestory there is no trace 
of neuropathic ancestry. 
. "If the children's children were all 
equally careful to 
marry into 
strong 


strains, then only one-fourth of their 
children—the 
great-grandchildren 
of 


the neuropathic ancestor—would be cap- 
able, even If married to a. neuropathic 
parson, 01 naving any nsurupatmc cnn- 
dren. And If such a tainted child should 
marry a. similarly tainted person, only one 
In four of the issue would be neuropathic. 


"We. see, then, that while, as a rule, 


it is undesirable that feeble-minded, epi- 
leptic, or insane persons should havs 
children, a reason may arise why one of 
them should ajid. If only the matings be 
carefully made so that the 
Immediate 


children of the neuropathic parent shall 
avoid marrying a consort with a. neuro- 
pathic taint, there will be no neuropathic 
children or grandchildren, and hardly &. 
greater chance of neuropathic great- 
grandchildren than though 'the marriage 
in Question had not been made. 
'When 


the grandchildren also to avoid marrying 
a person -srith neuropathic taint their 
progeny would be freer than the popu- 
lation at large from neuropathic taint, 
and less liable, in random matings, to 
have neuropathic offspring. 


FOLLY OF LEGISLATION. 


"UThat folly, then, is legislation that 


makes null and void any marriage of 
a manic-depressive and subjects to heavy 
penalties him who solemnizes It. A law 
that 
takes into account 
our present 


knowledge should recognize two princi- 
ples: 


"First, the reproduction of the feeble- 


minded will not be. to an Important de- 
gree, diminished by laws forbidding the 
issuing to them of marriage licenses. If 
It is easy and cheap to get married, they 
do so; otherwise they will have children 
without getting married. And what la 
the use of declaring void a marriage be- 
tween a- pair who go right on producing 
children for the State to take care of? 
Secondly, while the union 
of a normal 


man and a feeble-minded woman usual- 
ly does not take the form of marriage, 
Yet the case may well arise in the future, 
as it ha^i arisen in the past, where a men- 
tally vigorous man wishee to marry 
a 


socially attractive and beautiful, though 
defective, woman. Such a marriage may 
be. from the standpoint of euswicsr'as 
from my social viewpoint, quite permis- 
sible, 


"In the case of an epileptic person 


there are numerous social if not eugenic 
reasons why, If the convulsions be of the 
giand mal type, the unfortunate should 
not have children and should not 6« giv- 
er, license to rr.r.nr. But if a Terser, -who 
la /subject to so-called psychic epilepsy 
marries one whose family hlstorr shows 


there is, fo far sa we know, no danger 
ft producing epileptic children; vA If 
the children take pair.s to avoid marry- 
ing Into neurotic strains the tr»n4enn- 
dren should not be nervout nor be more 
apt to procreate children who win re- 
quire state care than oth»r p*r»on». An3 
there may arise cases where the marrlKve 
of an epileptic to a person of mentally 
untainted Rock would b*, on tb« whole, 
d«atr*bi«.

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The Park Commissioners have under serious con- 


sideration a plan to «et apart a plot in which to set 
up all the statues and monuments now decorating 
Golden Gate Park. A member of the art colony 
alluded to this proposition as a plan to form a per- 
manent procession of horribles. The statues in the 
park are neither useful nor ornamental and the Park 
Commissioners think the landscape would be much 
improved by sticking them altogether in a lot by 
themselves. 


The F?ther McKinnon statue is t^e cause of the 


trouble. It is related that some admirers of the 
soldier priest went out to look at the statue and re- 
turned in a great rage, saying it must have been 
designed by an Orangeman and set up to bring ridi- 
cule on the churchman who became so widely popu- 
lar as an army chaplain during the Spanish war.

The progress made in erecting the buildings and 


preparing the grounds exceeds expectations. Every- 
thing will be in complete readiness in advance when 
the time comes for opening the gates. No inter- 
national exposition yet held will be so thoroughly 
prepared as this one. In fact, the directors count 
on a leadway of at least six months in having the 
buildings in readiness. At Chicago and St. Louis 
many of the exhibits were not in place when the 
gates opened. Some of the buildings were not com- 
pleted and for some time after the expositions were 
in progress an army of workmen wa? employed in 
getting the grounds in readiness. There will be 
none of that at San Francisco. Everything will be 
complete and in place before the gates are opened. 
In that respect San Francisco will be an example 
to the whole world.

The fare on the city-owned roads will be five 
cents, but the area they will serve is limited. 
The advantage in this respect will be with 
the United Railroads for many years to come. This 
is acknowledged by everybody, but many of the 


rate a competition that v.iil force the Calhoun cor- 
poration to sell out to the city. This makes a pop- 
ular appeal to persons who own no property and pay 
no taxes, but it raises the shadow of a huge bonded 
debt in the future and a financial war to drive out 
an unpopular corporation. 


If the question were ieft to the property owners 


and taxpayers to decide the bonds would be beaten. 
Already the city has an authorized bonded debt in 
excess of its borrowing ability under the limitation 
fixed by the State Constitutor. Taxe<* are high a^d 
the rate increases year by year. Every fresh batch 
of bonds sold increases the burdens of the taxpay- 
ers. Besides, the city needs other things worse 
than it does railroads, especially in districts already 
supplied. Hence there is a widespread feeling that 
no more bonds should be voted at present. 


Nevertheless, I am inclined to think the bonds 


will carry. An aggressive fight is being made for 
them, and the promise of work for the unemployed 
is a strong factor in the consensus of opinion. So 
many of San Francisco's property owners and busi- 
ness men reside outside the city and have no vote 
here that the voting strength of the opposition is 
minimized.
